Col. Richard Varick. 

Increasing years, with feeble health, compelled 
Mr. Jay to resign the presidency of the American 
Bible Society, when Col. Varick succeeded him in 
1828. For more than three years he had discharged 
the duties of Treasurer of the Society without remu- 
neration, and had been a liberal contributor to its 
funds. Unanimously elected to the office, and of the 
highest civil and religious character, the friends of 
.the Society were confident that the duties of the 
-presidency would be wisely discharged. 

During the year previous to the election of Col. 
Varick, death had removed some of the guardians of 
the American Bible Society. Tilghman, Gov. Wor- 
thington, Phillips, and Clinton, four of its Vice Pres- 
: The first 

-wege distinguished citizens, always manifesting 
an ardent desire for the prosperity of the Institution. 
Lieutenant-Governor Phillips, of Mass., from the 
_ commencement of the Society, had been its warm 
friend and benefactor. De Witt Clinton at the time 
was governor of New York, and one of the most il- 
lustrious American citizens. He was always the 
decided and eloquent advocate of the Bible. He pre- 
sided at the anniversary immediately before his 
death, in the year 1827. Hundreds living remem- 
ber his address on that occasion, and thousands on 
thousands have read it; who will not forget the sub- 
lime picture he drew of the objects, progress, and 
anticipated results of this noble Institution. 

Richard Varick was born 25th of March, 1753, 
and when quite young he joined the army of the 
Revolution, as captain in the 1st New York regi- 
ment, under General M‘Dougal. He must have ad- 
vanced rapidly, for the following year he was ap- 
pointed an aid and military secretary to General 
Schuyler, in the arduous service of the northern 


frontier. In 1777 he obtained the important post of 
enrolling-master-general to the northern army, with 
the rank of leutenant-colonel. 

Tn the well-known victories of Stillwater and Sar- 
atoga he participated. Colonel Varick was also 
stationed at West Point as inspector-general, at the 
time of Arnold’s defection. Such was his character, 
that he was soon received into the military family of 
General Washington, as his private secretary. 

Soon after our national independence had been se- 
eured, Colonel Varick was appointed the attorney- 
general of New York, and with Samuel Jones revised 
and digested the laws of the State. For many years 
he discharged the duties of recorder of our city, and 
in 1787 succeeded Judge Dean as mayor. This im- 
portant public trust he discharged with great fidel- 
ity, firmness, and ability, for a long time. 

It is easy to learn the public estimation towards 
Colonel Varick, from his election to the presidency 
of the New York State Society of Cincinnati, and 
his continuation in that band of heroes, as their 
president, until his death. His liberality to their 
descendents is well known, and will ever be grate- 
fully remembered. 

In 1795 this soldier of his country became a pro- 
fessed soldier of the Cross—uniting with the com- 
munion of the “Old Middle Dutch Church’ in Nas- 
sau street. What multitudes in the heavenly land 
and on the earth, thank God for this time-honoured 
and spiritual home! Here he was an elder for 
some years, when he transferred his church member- 
ship to Dr. Romeyn’s congregation, Cedar street. 

About 1820 (I have not the dates at hand) a pub- 
lic meeting was called in the City Hotel, Broadway, 
to introduce into New York the Sunday school sys- 
tem, a public work long needed, but never before 
established among us. No patriot or Christian can 
estimate its blessings since. Colonel Varick was 
honoured with the first presidency of the Sunday 
school Union, and continued in the office until his 
infirmities compelled his resignation. 

Then he became the Treasurer of the American 
Bible Society, and for several years was one of its

Vice Presidents, until in the year 1828, after the 
resignation of John Jay, he was elected its President. |. 

Few citizens received so many tokens of public 
confidence and esteem as Colonel Varick. He was 
a colonel in the revolutionary army; an aid of 
General Schuyler, and military secretary to General 
Washington; attorney-general of the State; mayor 
of our city ; the president of the Cincinnati Society ; 
the president of the Sunday school Union; president 
of the Merchants’ Bank and of the American Bible 
Society, &c., &e. 

Colonel Varick’s charities were numerous, every 
cause of the Redeemer receiving his enlightened lib- 
erality. In this respect he was his own. executor. 
Some years before his death he retired, like his ex- 
cellent predecessor, Mr. Jay, from public life to his 
country estate, near Jersey City. Thus he lived 
with fidelity to his Master’s cause, and dying, his 
last hours were peaceful. In his life we have an- 
other striking example of the brave patriot, dignified 
jurist and magistrate, united with the gentleman and 
humble Christian. He was buried in the old church- 
yard of the Dutch church, at Hackensack, New 
Jersey. In its rear a tall granite monument marks 
the spot. with this epitaph: ‘‘ In memory of Colonel 
Richard Varick, formerly Mayor of New York, and 
at the time of his decease President of the American 
Bible Society. Born 25th March, 1753. Died 30th 
of July, 1831, aged 78 years 4 months and 5 days.” 

Near his grave is that of his Christian friend, 
Peter Wilson, LL.D., for twenty-six years the 
learned professor in Columbia College, whose able 
instructions so many of us remember. He too was 
a Bible Christian. And here were interred the re- 
mains of Brigadier-General Poor, of the American 
army, a fellow soldier of Colonel Varick, in the 
Revolution, who died 1780. Washington and La- 
fayette attended his funeral, the British almost in 
sight. Lafayette visited his grave when last here, 
and deeply affected, exclaimed, “ Ah! that was one 
of my generals.”

Extracts from the 47th Annual Report of the A.B. 8, 


We continue our extracts from the last Report, 
which have been crowded out one month by a press 
of matter, 5 
THE BIBLE IN THE War, 

From the commencement of the war, the Board 
of Managers have endeavoured to shape their work 
to the exigencies of the crisis. Last year we re- 
ported that between 650,000 and 700,000 volumes 
had been distributed in the army and navy. Ef- 
forts have been constantly made to keep up with 
the vast demands of this part of our work. Much 
information has been gained by experience. Defects 
of organization have been remedied, enlarged plans 
have been adopted and put in operation, increased 
responsibility for the proper care and circulation of 
the precious volumes has been secured, and this 
whole department of the Society’s operations has 
been brought under more systematic and thorough 
management. As this part of the work is in some 
respects the most interesting recent development of 
the Society, we shall give some details of its gen- 
eral features. 

At first the army and navy were chiefly supplied 
with Testaments and other parts of the Scriptures 
by the local auxiliaries occupying the fields from 
which the men were enlisted for the service, In 
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some States each county or other local Bible society 
has furnished the quota raised from its own terri- 
tory. In New Jersey and New York, Ohio, Illinois, 
and other States, the work has been admirably sys- 
tematized, and the regiments from those districts 
will be resupplied whenever it may be necessary. 
In most eases, however, we fear the same provision 
for the future has not been regarded. After the 
late call for the contingent of six hundred thousand 
men was made by the government, it was found 
that hundreds of the new regiments had rushed into 
the field without a supply of the Word of God. 
This was the ease particularly with the troops 
from the Western, Northwestern, and the Border 
States.. Even from regiments raised in Pennsyl- 
vania and New York we have received the same 
reports. 

At this period hundreds of thousands of men 
were in the departments of the Tennessee, the Cum- 
berland, the Ohio, the Potomac, the South, the 
Gulf, and the Frontier, without the Word of @od. 
Multitudes who had once possessed them, had lost 
their Testaments by the never-ceasing casualties of 
the service. In every hospital, on every battlefield, 
and in every regiment, men were craving the Book 
of Life. To prevent needless delay, and secure ihe 
most effective distribution in the whole region of 
the war, the following comprehensive plan was 
adopted unanimously by the Board of Managers, at 
their meeting in February. The Committee on 
Distribution was authorized, within certain pre- 
scribed limits, to send out books as they should be 
from time to time requested, due report of their 
action to be made monthly to the Board of Mana- 
gers, to wit: 

I. To the Washington City Bib’e Society, for the army in Virginia, 
hospitals, camps, prisons, and within their range of general oy era- 
tions. 

II. For St. Louis for the use of the Christian Commission, and for 
distribution from that point. 

III. To the Louisville, Ky., Bible Society, to be distributed, under 
the supervision of Mr. W. H. Bulkley, its depositary, from that point 
down into Tennessee, Mississippi, and Alabama. 

IV. Tothe Maryland State Bible Society, for the army hospitals, 
forts, and ships of war, in and around Baltimore, in Maryland, at * 
Fortress Monroe, and in adjacent parts of Virginia. 

V. To the New York Branch of the Christian Commission, for a 
similar distribution at and near Newbern, North Carolina, and parts 
adjacent. 

VI. To the same, for distribution in same way at and near Beau- 
fort, South Carolina, and other parts of that State. 

VII. For New Orieans, to be under the charge ofa special Agent 
to be appointed, who shail supervise the distribution from that great 
centre, and who shall, as far as may be practicable, co-operate with 
such gentlemen of the Southwestern Bible Soriety and the Christian 
Commission as may be disposed to act in concert. 

The whole number of volumes embraced in this 
scheme of distribution is nearly three quarters of a 
million, chiefly Testaments and portions of the Scrip- 
tures in separate volumes, embracing the Psalms, 
Proverbs, and Gospel by St. John. 

The estimated cost of this specific distribution is 
about $60,000. 

The whole number of volumes granted by the 
Committee on Distribution, under this authority of 
the Board, up to April 1, 1863, was 274,225; but 
prior to that period, 122,225 vols. had been granted, 
making the entire number for the year, 396,450 
volumes. 


This is in addition to specific grants made by the 
Board, for which no provision was made in the 
above plan, and also in addition to the purchases 
of auxiliaries and others for the supply of the army.

That the friends of the Society may know what 
-eare has been taken to prevent waste, and secure 
proper responsibility for the care and discriminating 
circulation of the issues of the Society, we append 
the following circular, which is now sent out with 
every package of books from our depository : 


SUGGESTIONS FOR DISTRIBUTION OF THE SCRIPTURES IN THE ARMY 
AND NAVY, HOSPITALS, ETC. 

I. Be prompt and thorough. Opportunities may be lost forever 
by delay. 

If. Use all proper precautions to avoid waste and overdoing by 
indiscriminate giving. 

III. Give a volume to every man who wishes it, and will use it 
properly. 

IV. Do not force the Scriptures on those who do not wish them. 

V. Do not give them to men who will wantonly sell, or misuse, 
ot destroy them. 

VI. When it is necessary to resupply troops who have lost their 
Testaments or Bibles, inquire how, and when, and where, they lost 
them; and give only to th«se who are anxious to receive them again. 

VII. Do not make the Word of God too cheap in the regards of 
the men. We have none to throw away, while thousands will 
welcome them. 

VIII. For hospitals, in addition to the usual small Testament, it 
is proper to place one or more Bibles or Testaments of larger type 
in each ward, and also to distribute to any who want them, the 
small volumes containing the Gospel by John, the Psalms, and the 
Proverbs. 

IX. Be especially careful to supply prisoners of war with the 
Scriptures, given by kind hearts and open hands. 

X. Give freely, also, to the destitute people of the Southern 
States, as occasions offer in connexion with the movements of our 
forces. The American Bible Society has seen no reason to depart 
from its old principles and practice as a national and catholic In- 
stitution, and such it will remain, by God’s blessing. To all of our 
peop!e, loyal or disloyal, we hold forth the Word of Life. 

XI. Make the Scriptures more precious, in your distribution, by 
words of counsel, sympathy, and faithfulness, to the souls of the 
recipients, 

XII. Avoid ali possible collision with other distributing agents or 
auxiliary societies Rather unite with them, as may be practicable, 
to give power to your work. 

XIIL. Keep notes of your distribution, and of any incidents which 
illustrate the value of the Scriptures to our army and navy, and es- 
pecially in the hospitals aud on battlefields, or in camps, and on the 
march; the effects on morals, manners, religious character, conver- 
sions, reclamation of backsliders, happy deaths of Christians, &c. 

XIV. Send reports of such distribution and results to the Secre- 
taries of the American Bible Society. 

XV. Adherence to these general directions, which arg the result 
of large experience, will prevent great waste, aud promote the best 
circulation wherever it is needed. 


The Secretaries have also sent out another cireu- 
lar to our Agents, chaplains, auxiliaries, and per- 
sons whose experience might enable them to give 
Many replies have been 
‘yécozved, a summary of which will be found in 
another portion of the Report. Similar measures 
will be taken, from time to time, to procure ample 
returns’ from all who receive and distribute the 
books of the Society in the army and navy. This 
will keep up constant intercourse with the distribu- 


ters in. the field, and will furnish suggestions which

A New Door for the Ingress of Seripture Truth. 
Rev. Thomas T. Devan, hospital chaplain at Fort 
Schuyler, New York, in a recent application for 
Bibles and Testaments for that hospital, uses the 


* following significant words, illustrating the effect of 


physical suffering in preparing the way for spiritual 
consolations : 

Our men, I think, are peculiarly fonds religious 
reading, and appear te give great attention to the 
study of the Scriptures. I feel that there is no field 
of Christian effort like the hospital. Nothing on 


earth so softens the heart, and opens a door to the 
ingress of Scripture truth, as a minnie ball. 1 be- 
lieve that gunpowder has blown down many a wall 
of indifference to the subject of religion that Satan 
has erected around his castle in the human heart.

The Scriptures at the International Exhibition at London. 
The following pleasing statement, from the last 
annual report of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, will show that, at the great International Ex- 
hibition recently held in London, the Word of God 
was not forgotten : 


In the last report, a full statement was given of 
the proposed efforts of the commitiee, in connexion 
with the International Exhibition. Two objeets 
were aimed at: the one, to secure a conspicuous po-* 
sition in the building itself, to show to the countless 
visiters, from lands near and remote, the trophies of 
the society’s labours—the various translations of the 
Scriptures which it has printed through the fifty- 
eight years of its history, many of which have been 
prepared at its cost and by its agency ; the other, to 
create such facilities as circumstances allowed, to 
promote the actual distribution of the Word of God 
amongst those whom the occasion drew to our 
shores. 

As the original site assigned to the society’s case of 
versions Was in an obscure part of the structure, 
where few comparatively could gaze upon its sacred 
treasures, the committee, after correspondence with 
the royal commissioners, had a more eligible spot 
subsequently conceded in the eastern gallery. A 
second and larger case was there deposited, presenting 
such a collection of translations of Holy Scripture, 
in various languages, as filled many a visiter with 
wonder and admiration, and proved that while Eng- 
land is prepared to contend with other nations in 
the keen struggle for pre-eminence in art and sci- 
ence, and useful discovery, she is no less desirous 
that all the rivals with whom she is brought into 
honourable competition should participate in the 
blessings of that Divine Revelation, to whose free 
circulation and influence amongst ourselves we 
gratefully trace the elevation, peace, and prosperity 
with which Providence has so abundantly favoured 
our land. There, upon yon case, rested the open 
Bible, the divinest jewel that palace of beauty con- 
tained, in silent testimony of our nation’s homage to 
the Scriptures. 

- The extent to which the Scriptures were actually 
circulated during the month the International Exhi- 
bition was open, by the various agencies engaged in 
the work, suggests the hope that a precious harvest 
of spiritual fruit may spring up from the sowing of 
the incorruptible seed with so free and bountiful a 
hand. 

A superseription in many languages announced 
the nature and object of the depot for Bibles; and 
men of many nationalities purchased the Word of 
God—a treasure, in some instances, not to be pro- 
cured in their own lands. 

It appears that during the six months of the Exhi- 
bition, the society issued, either by sale or by gift, 
upwards of 170,000 copies of Bibles, Testaments, or 
portions of the Bible. It is most gratifying to be as- 
sured that these copies have gone into actual eireu- 
lation, and are at this moment spread over a vast 
extent of Europe, and other portions of the world— 
light-givers to many who are in darkness—guides to 
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many who are perplexed and inquiring—drying the 
tears of the mourners, and leading the anxious spirit 
to the cross of Christ. 

The following figures will suggest how far foreign 
visiters at the Exhibition supplied themselves with 
the Word of God. The issues in German were 
18,162 copies; in French, 24,167 copies ; in Italian, 
13,904 copies; and in Spanish, 4,995 copies ; while 
the Scriptures were sent forth from thence in thirty 
other languages, although on a more limited scale. 
The committee would earnestly implore the prayers 
of the ‘friends of the Bible, that this special effort, 
made in all sincerity, to honour and spread the in- 
spired Word, may. through the grace of the Holy 
Spirit, greatly redound to the glory of God and the 
salvation of immortal souls.

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 5th 
inst., at half past three, P. M.; Pelatiah Perit, Esq., 
V.P., in the chair, assisted by James Lenox, Esq., V. P. 

The Rev. Dr. Hutton read the 19th Psalm, and 
offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognised: one in 
Connecticut, one in New York, and one in Iowa. 

Communications were received from Mr. Freder- 
ick Hicks, Panama, in regard to openings for Bible 
distribution in Central America, which are not very 
encouraging ; from Rev. W. Willerup, Copenhagen, 
returning thanks for a grant of funds to Bible work 
in Denmark and Norway; from Rev. Dr. Bergne, 
London, in regard to printing the Bulgarian and the 
Modern Greek Testament; from Rev. Drs. Wood, 
Schauffler, and Riggs, in reference to printing the 
Scriptures and prospects of the Bible work in the 
East ; from Rev. James Hickey, Agent in Mexico, 
and Mr. Matthew W. Starr, Jr., Monterey, with en- 
couraging statements as to the work in Mexico ; 
from Rey. R. Holden, Bahia, and Rev. A. G. Simon- 
ton, Rio Janeiro, as to the work in Brazil (Mr. Si- 
monton recommended two Bible ecolporteurs, who 
were appointed) ; from Rey, E. W. Clark and Rey. 
K. T. Deane, of Honolulu, in regard to revision of 
the Hawaiian Bible, and printing several books of 
the New Testament, in three languages, for the Mi- 
cronesian Islands; from Rey. Dr. Anderson, Secre- 
tary American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, in regard to binding the Hawaiian Bible 
at Honolulu, with the funds granted by this Society, 
which was approved, and also in regard to an Agent 
of this Society, for India; from Rev. Dr. Van Dyck, 
Beiriit, as to the progress of the Arabic Bible (he is 
. now translating Proverbs and printing the book of 
Job) ; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, Constantinople, with an 
_ interesting account of Bible distribution in Tiflis and 
the region around; from Rey. Jacob Chamberlain, 


a 
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-Yerragoutla, with an account of a Bible tour in the 


dominions of the Nizam of Hyderabad and on the 
Godavery river; from Rev. I. G. Bliss and Dr. 
Riggs, of Beirtit, asking funds for printing Scriptures 
for the blind in Egypt and Syria ; from Mr. John A. 
Broadus, corresponding secretary Sunday School 
Board of Scuthern Baptist Church, sending voie of 
grateful acknowledgment of that Board, for the re- 
cent grant of 25,000 Testaments by this Society. 

Grants were made of books to the American Sun- 
day School Union; to the American Missionary So- 
ciety, Portuguese Bibles and Testaments for Brazil ; 
Bibles and Testaments in Portuguese to the Presby- 
terian Board of Missions for Brazil. Smaller grants 
were made to individuals in Spanish, Norwegian, 
German, and English, for various places at home 
and abroad; 126 volumes in various languages to 
captains of vessels to foreign ports a 100 family Bibles 
to supply those which were burned up in the sack of 
Lawrence, Kansas; 200 volumes in several languages 
for Amoy, China; books for the French colony in 
Illinois ; and 41,000 volumes for the supply of sol- 
diers, Confederate prisoners, Union prisoners at 
Richmond, hospitals, and for distribution in East 
Tennessee. The entire number of books granted this 
month were 43,700. 

Besides the above, grants were made in funds for 
printing Scriptures for the blind in Egypt, and the 
printing of the Armenian book of Psalms, and the 
book of Genesis in the Zila language. 

It was an exceedingly interesting and important 
meeting. 

The receipts for October were $39,259 16; the 
issues, 105,363 volumes. 


A Remarkable Preservation. 

Among the acts of the Managers of the American 
Bible Society, at its last meeting, will be noticed a 
resolution to reprint the book of Genesis in the Zila 
language. A striking history belongs to this work. 
Several years ago, the Society having authorized the 
publication of this book, it was printed at the mis- 
sion station in Africa. While it was yet in sheets, 
the house of the Rev, Mr. Lindley, which contained 
the undistributed copies of this book, was burned 
with all its contents. The entire edition of the book 
of Genesis was consumed, one single copy being in 
some way rescued. Thus the only copy of that book 
in the world comes to the Bible House to be re- 
printed. This is a greatmerey. For as it is yet an 
unprinted language, it would have been only with 
great difficulty, as well as long delay, that the book 
could have been replaced.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
: American Bible Society, 

By — of the Committee on Agencies, we 
shall hereafter publish in the Record a brief statis- 
tical summary of the results of labour performed by 
the Agents of the American Bible Society during each 
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month. These summaries we shall make up from 
their regular monthly reports. 

During the month of September twenty-five Agents 
sent in their monthly statements, from which it ap- 
pears that during that month they visited 133 aux- 
iharies, attended 216 Bible meetings, delivered 236 
Bible Society sermons and addresses, collected for 
the Bible cause $12,919 42, remitted to the Bible 
House $12,211 65, and secured in the form of sub- 
scriptions to this object, which are not yet paid, 
$2,179 43. 

For the four months previous to September, and 
including that month, the Agents visited 488 auxil- 
laries; attended 926 Bible meetings, delivered 984 
Bible Society sermons and addresses, collected for 
the Bible cause $41,912 16, remitted to the Parent 
treasury $34,499 65, and secured in subscriptions to 
this object, which are not yet paid, $11,769 75. 

It must be remembered that the moneys reported 
are only those which were collected and remitted ; 
and also that the unpaid subscriptions were obtained 
by the Agents themselves, but do not include other 
large sums secured to the Cause by their labours, 
but which do not pass through their hands into the 
treasury of this Society.

Reports of Agents. 

Mr. De Poy, of Western New York, report+ 
ing for the month of September, says: ‘‘I have vis- 
ited the officers of four auxiliaries during the 
month ; delivered eight Bible society sermons and 
addresses, besides four other sermons; addressed 
three Sunday school mass meetings, at which eight- 
een Sabbath schools were present; attended the 
East Genesee Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, at Penn Yan; secured and forwarded a 
legacy of five hundred dollars, left by Hosea Felt, of 
Ellington, Chautauque County, N. Y.; taken up 
collections and subscriptions, amounting to $443 21; 
forwarded to the Parent treasury in New York 
$913 58, and have travelled by railroad, steamboat, 
stage, and private carriage, the distance of 857 


a ‘samijes,” 


The Sabbath schools which he addressed will take 
up early collections to aid in furnishing our soldiers 
with the Scriptures. A deeply interesting meeting 
of the friends of the Bible cause was held in Buffalo, 
on the 4th of September, at which it was resolved 
that all soldiers recruited or conscripted in that vi- 
cinity should be furnished with copies of the “ Test- 
ament and Psalms,” and that early arrangements 
should be made for a new canvass and supply of the 
city of Buffalo with the Word of Life. At the meet- 
ing of the East Genesee Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, resolutions were passed, fully 
endorsing the management of the American Bible 
Society ; and on Sabbath evening a Bible anniver- 
sary was held, of great interest, when addresses 
were delivered by our Agent, and Messrs. J. B. 
Richardson, of Central New York, and Frederick 
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Star, Jr., of Penn Yan. At the close of the service, 
a eollection of $150 was taken up, to constitute 
Rev. Charles W. Bennett, pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Penn Yan, a life member of 
the American Bible Society. 

Mr. Wittey, of New Hampsnire, states that 
during the month of September he visited three aux- 
iliaries, attended sixteen Bible meetings, and deliv- 
ered the same number of Bible society sermons and 
addresses. In the prosecution of his agency during 
that period, he travelled 350 miles. He had just re- 
turned from a visit to the northern part of the State, 
Two of the societies in that section held their anni- 
versaries while he was there; and these it was his 
privilege to attend. 

“T have learned,” says Mr. W., “of two cases of 
hopeful conversion in the army, quite recently. 
They were men who would probably have lived and 
died in the ways of sin, had they remained at home. 
One of them could not read; and yet the little Test- 
ament was the instrument which God employed to 
effect this great change. How interesting and how 
encouraging that such men should be brought into 
the kingdom in such a way !” 

Mr. Harrsnorn, of Eastern Onto, laboured 
during the past month in the counties of Mahoning, 
Cuyahoga, and Jefferson; and the amount collected 
and subscribed for the Bible cause, during that time, 
was fifteen hundred and thirty-four dollars and sev- 
enty cents. The auxiliaries under his supervision 
are, for the most part, in a very healthful and good 
working condition. The anniversary of the Maho- 
ning Bible Society was an occasion of very marked 
interest. The receipts of that society for the past 
year amounted to one thousand dollars, and it has in 
connexion with it ‘twelve active branch societies, 
and about a hundred voluntary or unpaid agents.” 

“The interests of the Cause,” says Mr. H., “have 
been considerably promoted by the useful labours of 
the county agent, Rev. Newton Young, who has vis- 
ited and imparted new life to all the branches of the 
society. Upwards of twelve hundred families have 
been visited during the year, and all the destitute 
which were found were supplied with the Scriptures. 
The annual meeting was characterized by an excel- 
lent spirit, and the friends of the Cause seemed to 
be much encouraged.’’? In the other counties al- 
ready named, our friends are zealously engaged in 
promoting this excellent work. 

“ Another part of my work which I trust has not 
been unfruitful,” adds Mr. H., “is my visit to the 
yearly meeting of the society of Friends, in Ohio. 
They extended to me a kind invitation to present the 
claims of our Cause before them, and responded to 
my appeal by a subscription of three hundred and 
seventy dollars. I felt amply paid for my visit 
among them, and was much pleased with the Chris- 
tian and philanthropic spirit which they manifested.” 

Mr. Lorp, of Iturvors, reports: ‘My receipts 
for the Bible cause during the month of September

amounted to $2,004 59; and the remittances from 
my field to the Parent treasury to $3,461 12. On 
the first Sabbath of the month I addressed three con- 
gregations and two Sabbath schools in M‘Henry 
County; on the third Sabbath two congregations in 
M'‘Lean County; and on the fourth Sabbath, two 
congregations, two Sabbath schools, and one Bible 
committee. During my tour south, I attended and 
addressed the Southern Illinois Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and the Presbyterian 
Synod of Illinois, which embraces the southern half 
of the State. Both bodies passed resolutions in fa- 
vour of our Cause, specially commending it to their 
people. During the tour I also met several Bible 
committees and county agents.” In every part of 
this important field the Bible work is obviously on 
the advance. 

Mr. Wricut, of Missouri, says: “TI have made 
quite an extended tour in the northwestern part of 
my field. travelling during the month of September 
over eight hundred miles, in a region especially dis- 
tracted by the war.. Since my return, many have 
expressed surprise that I have made the tour un- 
harmed. But God has been my keeper, and I have 
met with nothing but kindness wherever I have 
-been, My work commends itself to the people ; but 
they are too much disturbed at present to do much 
in any good work, and they say, ‘Come again in a 
few weeks, when we hope that we shall have quiet 
in our borders.’ J have found none of the ten auxil- 
iaries which I visited in a healthy condition ; and 
most of them, very obviously, would never become 
active again without the stimulus of an agent; and 
a second visit will, in many cases, be requisite be- 
fore a re-organization can be effected. In a few in- 
stances I have found the Bibles neatly kept in cases ; 
in some, badly damaged ; in others, so hidden away 
that when they were called for they could not be 
found ; and in one instance I could not find any offi- 
cer of the auxiliary, but after a good deal of inquiry 
I found seventy dollars’ worth of books in a box, six 
miles from the town, and so badly damaged that 
they will not sell for more than half their original 
cost. On the whole, I have succeeded in my work 
beyond my expectations or those of my friends; and 
I think that I can see prospective, if not present, ben- 
efit to the Bible cause, resulting from the month’s 
efforts.” 

Mr. Smirn, of Nortuwrstern Onto, visited 
during the month of September four auxiliaries and 
ten branch societies; attended twenty-two Bible 
meetings, delivered twenty-four Bible society ser- 
mons and addresses, and remitted to the Parent 
treasury in New York $1,350. Eighty-four desti- 
tute families in his field were supplied during the 
month with copies of the Word of God. “During 
the month,” says Mr. 8., “I laboured in the coun- 
ties of Crawford, Wyandot, Fulton, and Seneca. I 
visited the greater part of Seneca County, and was 
very successful in securing funds for our Cause. In 
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two weeks I raised not far from seven hundred dol- 
lars in that county alone. I attended the Sandusky 
Conference of the United Brethren, at Melmore, in 
Seneca County, and on Sabbath I laid the claims of 
the American Bible Society before that body, when 
a collection, amounting to thirty dollars, was taken 
up, to constitute Bishop Markword a life member of 
that Institution. One good lady in the county of 
Seneca gave me $150 to constitute five of her 
children life members of the National Society. We 
held a very interesting annual meeting of the society 
in Crawford County, at Bucyrus, in St. Paul’s Lu- 
theran Church. The Bible work, I am happy to 
say, is progressing well in my field, and I trust that 
we shall be able to keep it steadily on the advance.” 

Mr. Jones, of Iowa, reports having visited, dur- 
ing the month of September, eighteen auxiliaries; 
attended fifteen Bible meetings; delivered the same 
number of Bible society sermons and addresses ; and 
remitted to the Parent treasury the sum of $299 25. 
After giving a detailed and very interesting account 
of the condition of the various auxiliaries visited, 
Mr. J. concludes his report as follows: “Thus ends 
my month’s work. On some accounts, it has been 
the most trying month that I have ever experienced. 
The communities which I have visited have been 
more scattered and more destitute than other sections 
of my field. The pecuniary results of my efforts, 
therefore, for this month, are comparatively small, 
and yet they are by no means discouraging.” 

Dr. SHeipon, of New Jersey, gives the follow- 
ing account of his labours during the months of Au- 
gust and September: “On the 11th of August I at- 
tended a crowded and stirring meeting of our ancient 
auxiliary, the Somerset County Bible Society, at 
Lamington. The reports were very encouraging, 
and the proceedings of a more than usually interest 
ing character. On the 18th of the same month I 
was at the annual meeting of the Hunterdon County 
Bible Society, at Flemington, the county town, 
where, from the number of »vehicles drawn up, a 
brother from the Bible House inquired if it was 
‘court day.’ It was answered, ‘No; it is Bible 
society day!’ The exercises were continued through 
both the morning and the afternoon, and seemed 
deeply to interest the friends of the Cause who were 
present from the different parts of the county. On 
the 1st of September I was at the anniversary of the 
Warren County Bible Society at Belvidere. This 
society is engaged in the work of thorough explora- 
tion, having a faithful distributer in the field. It 
was a good meeting. On the 3d of September I at- 
tended the annual meeting of the Kent County Bible 
Society, Delaware, at Smyrna. This society having 
recently explored its field, it was resolved to make a 
special effort, during the coming year, to aid the 
Parent Society in its foreign work. On the Sth of 
the same month I was at the annual meeting of the 
Middlesex County Bible Society, at Washington, 
N. J., where the attendance was good, and the pro- 
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- eeedings very encouraging. The Bible Society of 
Rutgers College is doing better than ever before; 
and so is the Young Men’s Bible Society of New 
Brunswick. On the 10th of September I was at the 
fifty-first annual meeting of the Delaware State 
Bible Society, at Middletown, Del.. This society re- 
solved to raise $500 for the missionary work of the 
Parent Institution. On the i4th of the same month 
I attended the meeting of the Cape May County 
Bible Society, at Goshen, N. J. This county is in 
course of exploration, by regular division of the 
townships and neighbourhoods among clergymen, 
and other volunteer helpers. In Cape Island City, a 
popular watering place, not a single family, willing 
to have a copy of the Scriptures, was found destitute ! 
The prison, almshouse, and hotels, are all well sup- 
plied. On the 18th of September I united in cele- 
brating the anniversary of the Tuckerton and Vicin- 
ity Bible Society; and on the 21st I attended the 
meeting of the Ocean County Bible Society, at Tom’s 
river—an auxiliary that with comparatively limited 
resources, and much waste territory, is doing a good 
work. On all the abovementioned occasions, deep 
sympathy was expressed for our beloved country in 
its present affliction, and full provision made for sup- 
plying the Word of God to those who enter into our 
national army. 

‘During the same period I have presented the 
claims of our society in the First Presbyterian Church 
in Princeton; the Presbyterian and Methodist Epis- 
copal Churches in Lambertville and Washington ; 
the Presbyterian Churches in Cold Spring, Cape 
Island, and Manchester, and the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in Tom’s River; and attended two union 
Bible meetings.” 

Mr. Brownson, of Eastern New York, spent 
most of the last month in the county of Dutchess. 
During that time he attended eleven Bible meetings, 
delivered eleven Bible society sermons and addresses, 
and remitted to the Parent treasury $595 65. ‘‘ The 
larger part of this amount,” says Mr. B,, “I have 
secured by personal application.’”’ ‘‘On the whole,” 

he gids, ‘‘I think that the Bible cause will be better 
sustained this year in Dutchess County, than last.” 

Mr. Berse, of Connecticut, writes as follows: 
“This report includes the last Sabbath in August 
and the entire month of September. I lHiave ad- 
dressed two or more audiences on each of the Sab- 
baths here reported. Collections have been received 
from all the churches addressed excepting two, from 
which they are yet due. During the month I have 
attended three county meetings, eomposed of pastors 
and delegates from the churches. These are the an- 
nual meetings of consociation, where the narrations 
of the state of religion in the various churches are 
given, and the various missionary and benevolent 
causes are presented. Iwas invited to addtess these 
meetings in connexion with the Foreign Missionary 
Board, and at most favourable times. Facts of the 
most cheering and encouraging character are pre- 


sented at these meetings, showing the effects and re- 
sults of our Bible, and other Christian work, in the 
army. Almost every church in one consociation re- 
ported the conversion of soldiers who went out from 
them to the war impenitent, and most of them very 
rough and wicked men. Some churches reported 
one conversion; one church, three; one, five; one, 
seven, conversions of men who were very careless 
and wicked when they left their homes. This is 
glorious. The histories of previous wars, ancient or 
modern, give no examples like these. The Bible 
and other societies, and our Christian Commission, 
are sowing broadcast the seed of a harvest that shall 
bless this land and make glad the city of our God.” 
In the field of the Rockville Bible Society, Mr. Den- 
ton is now engaged in the work of exploration and 
supply. This gentleman has already visited 557 
families, and found ninety-five of them destitute of 
the Seriptures; but it is pleasing to be able to re- 
cord, that all of these, saving thirteen, received a 
copy when it was offered to them, either gratuit- 
ously or by purchase. 

Mr. Pearne, of NorrHern and Eastern New 
York, says: “The total of my last month’s labours 
is as follows, viz.: I attended and addressed two an- 
nual meetings of auxiliaries (missing the third by 
only a few hours) ; delivered Bible society discourses 
on the Sabbath; wrote some twenty letters to per- 
sons in my field; and reported to the treasurer of the 
Parent Society about $1,000, as collected under my 
agency.’ The Montgomery County anniversary 
Mr. P. speaks of, as ‘‘an interesting, though not very 
large meeting.”’ From the field of that auxiliary 
he received some $500 for the Bible cause. 

Mr. Terre, of Sournern [nprana, writes us: 
“The sum of my month’s operations is as follows, 
viz.: I have travelled 310 miles; preached four 
times in behalf of the Bible cause ; visited three auxil- 
iaries; and collected for this object the sum of $510.” 
During a part of the month of September Mr. T. 
was unable to prosecute his labours on account of 
sickness. ‘“‘The Southeastern Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church,” says Mr, T., “ held 
its annual session in Columbus, Indiana, on the 16th 
of September, and the best of feelings were mani- 
fested by that body towards the American Bible 
Society.” 

Mr. Barpwe tt, of Wisconsin, reports for the 
month of September having visited seven county 
auxiliaries ; attended ten Bible meetings; delivered 
as many Bible sermons and addresses, and remitted 
io the Parent treasury the sum of $454 68. The 
account given by Mr. B. of the condition of the auxil- 
iaries in his field is very gratifying and encouraging.’ 

Mr. Avams, of Minnesora, in speaking of the 
distribution of the New Testament in three regi- 
ments of volunteers which had been ordered from 
Fort Snelling to the seat of war, says, that all the 
men composing these regiments were supplied, only 
three of them refusing to accept a copy. He gives 
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the instance of a dying soldier who had been a dili- 
gent reader of the Bible, who said to him just before 
he left the world: ‘Jesus is my only hope, and I 
often think of his precious promise, ‘I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that where Lam, 
there ye may be also.’ Blessed promise, that!” 
He gives also the case of another soldier, who, in 
the same circumstances, upon receiving a Testa- 
ment, said: ‘I thank you, dear sir, for this noble 
sift. Now I can, with my weak eyes, read those 
great and precious promises which have been so 
comforting to me, since I have been shut up in this 
hospital.” Mr. A.’s account of his month’s labours 
is very full and satisfactory. 

Mr. Girpner, of Micniean, reports, among 
other itenis of interest, his attendance at the meet- 
ings of the Detroit and Michigan Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and of the encouraging 
resolutions of sympathy and co-operation in behalf of 
the American Bible Society. Our friends in that 
interesting field are proposing to adopt measures im- 
mediately for its thorough exploration and supply. 
During the month of September Mr. G. attended five 
Bible meetings, besides the Conferences already re- 
ferred to; delivered five Bible society sermons and 
addresses; and remitted to the Parent treasury. the 
sum of $629 12. 


Reports of Auxiliaries. 

Monteomery County Biste Society, Missourt, 
held its annual meeting in Danville, on the 13th of 
September. Rev. E. Wright, our Agent for Missouri, 
was present, and in the words of the secretary, ‘in 
a clear and forcible manner set before the people the 
great good that had been, and the greater good that 
was still to be done, through the instrumentality of 
the American Bible Society.’’?

‘The depositary’s 
report,”’ it adds, “shows that there are books now on 
hand in the depository, valued at $310 215; and that 
Bibles and Testaments have been put into cireula- 
tion in the county, to the value of about $175.’ The 
society appears to be faithfully and successfully 
prosecuting its important work.

Offi- 
cers: the same as last year. 

-Ocran Country Biste Socrety, New Jersey, 
held a very pleasing anniversary service at Tom’s 
River, on the 21st of September. An interesting re- 
port was made by Rev. J. H. Frazer, the secretary 
of the society ; after which addresses of a high order 
were delivered by Wm. A. Masker, Esq., Rev. Mr. 
Atwood, and Rev. Dr. Sheldon, our, Agent for New 
Jersey. The society has taken a commendable de- 
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gree of interest in the supply of the soldiers which 
have been sent out to the seat of war from that 
county, with the Word of Life. The receipts of 
this auxiliary for the past year amounted to $212 53; 
and the amount paid by it for the supply of the sol- 
diers with the New Testament, was $114 92. 

Warren County Biste Socrery, New Jersey, 
held an exceedingly interesting anniversary service 
in Belvidere, on the 1st of September, the president, 
Dr. J. Marshal Paul, being in the chair.

Mr. Samuel L. Harris, army missionary of the 
American Tract Society, at Beaufort, S. C., writes, 
August 16, soon after the reception of the wounded 
soldiers from the assault on Fort Wagner : 


Say to the Bible Society that their noble grant 
was just in time. Go where one may he will be 
sure to see Testaments, either in the hands of 
wounded men or upon their pillows. As I go to the 
hospitals, many voices together say, “J want a 
Testament’’—“ Mine was shot away’’—“ My sister 
gaye me one, and I always carried it in my pocket, 
but I lost it that night.’ - 

In a previous letter he wrote: 

One of the rebel prisoners is Henry Barnwell, a 
nephew of one of the Barnwells, formerly of this 
island. He is a very intelligent and pleasant young 
man, but a rabid secessionist. He was disposed to. 
have a discussion, remarking that he thought the 
Almighty must look upon this as a very strange 
war; but I checked him, and he was gentlemanly 
enough to discontinue his observations, evidently 
seeing the impropriety. Yesterday I took them in 
some reading matter, and a Bible, for which they 
were thankful. Barnwell said he had asked for a 
Bible. The first gift from that grant to us, from 
the Bible Society, was a Bible presented by me to 
Henry Barnwell, a rebel prisoner. 


Thanks for Bibles and Testaments granted to the Confed 
erate Army of the Southwest. 

We give below a letter which speaks for itself. 
The grant referred to consisted of 20,000 volumes, 
of which 3,000 were Bibles, for the Confederate 
army of the Southwest. In addition to facilities of 
transit granted by the military authorities, the See- 
retary of the Treasury, Hon. S. P. Chase, generous- 
ly, and of his own motion, remitted the five per cent. 
valuation tax which would have been requisite. 
Further grants of books for the South will be made 
when the necessary particulars are given —[Eps. 
B. S. Recorp,] 


Dear Sir :—I sent you word of the arrival of the 
books so generously donated to the soldiers of the 
South by your Society. 

A few days after their arrival, our colporteur, 
Bro. Thomas, came to the city on the errand of pro- 
euring Bibles and Testaments: said his stock was 
again exhausted, and that the Confederacy could not 
print them half fast enough. He was the most happy 
person you ever saw, when we informed him of your 
nineteen boxes just received and waiting for him. 
The authorities here generously and cheerfully gave 
him free conveyance as far as their lines extended, 
and he went on his way rejoicing. 

You were pleased to intimate that another grant 
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would be made, if applied for. I know it would be 
most acceptable to this society, and the soldiers are 
very anxious to obtain them; and I presume by the 
time they could be landed here, our efficient distrib- 
uter would be ready to take charge of them.

Army of the Cumberland. 

The army of the Cumberland, lately under Gen. 
Rosecrans, was supplied with 35,000 Testaments 
just before the battle of Stone River. After that 
terrible conflict of three days, not more than one 
third of the army was possessed of the Word of God. 
Then came the’ long marches toward Chattanooga, 
and finally the battles on the Chickamauga. The 
following extract of a letter from the Rev. E. P. 
Smith, Field Agent of the Christian Commission, 
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who conducted the former distribution, reveals some 
of the consequences of a great battle in relation to our 
Bible work. Large supplies of Scriptures have been 
sent to meet this great emergency. Our brave and 
suffering heroes must not be allowed to want the 
Word of God, after such tremendous conflicts —[Eps. 
B.S. Recorp.| 
CHATTANOOGA, TENN., October 19, 1863. 

We are in great straits just now for want of the 
Word of God in the army. Men come every hour 
of the day and ask for a Testament. Our trans- 
portation has been so limited, and so interrupted by 
guerrillas on the mountains, that we have been able 
to bring up but few stores to the front. The deie- 
gates, unable to resist the appeals of men hungry 
for the Scriptures, have given away their own pocket 
Testaments ; till in our preaching services yesterday, 
we were obliged to take the text on a slip of paper. 
Ten of us had only four Testaments. 

The soldiers lost heavily again of their personal 
effects in the terrible fight on the Chickamauga. 
There are very few copies of the Word of God in the 
army. The chaplains come in to loan of us. ‘Men 
are trying to begin a Christian life; and we are not 
able to put God’s Truth into their hands. Of course 
their want will be met in a few weeks; and we 
hope, in part, in a few days. But the painful de- 
nial which I have been obliged to give so often to 
an eager applicant for “the Book,” has made me 
bless God for the American Bible Society. But for 
that agency, we should be utterly unable to keep up 
the supply; and these brave men would ask in vain 
till they should reach their homes, or go to their 
graves, for the Bread of Life.

The Gospel in Turkey. 

The following is an extract from a letter published 
in the New York Observer. It shows something of 
what the Scriptures are doing in Turkey.—| Eps. ] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 24, 1862. 

The excitement occasioned by the circulation of 
Dr. Pfander’s controversial tract has resulted in the 
appointment of a special commission for the censor- 
ship of all religious works printed or circulated in 
Turkey. Dr. Goodell’s Commentary on Matthew, 
which has just been put from the Armeno-Turkish 
into the Arabie character, was submitted recently 
for examination, and was approved by the commis- 
sion, the chief pasha reading it through and pro- 
nouncing it ‘ good.” 

The Protestants have lately secured a footing in 
one of the principal khans in the city, the resort of 
Armenians from the interior. They had long wished 
to obtain a room there, in which they might hold 
religious conversations with such as might desire to 
meet with them, but the inmates of the khan had 
always thrown obstacles in the way. One day, 
however, there came a Protestant Armenian on 
business to the city, from far away in the interior, 
and took up his lodging in this very place. As was 
his custom when his day’s work was done, he sat 
down to read his Bible, or some other good books. 
The inmates of the house laughed at him a good 
deal for this, and turned him into ridicule ; but still 
he went on. At last, one day, the chief ringleader 
of this petty persecution, finding him alone, and read- 
ing as usual, said: “Here, what is that book you 
have in your hand? I should like to borrow it for 
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a few moments and examine it.’’ It was readily 
given up, and the man went off with it; but the 
Protestant soon after, having the curiosity to see 
what his companion was doing with the volume, 
went softly to the door of the room and peeped 
through the crack. Lo, there was the Armenian, 
seated in the centre of a most attentive group, 
gravely reading aloud from the work in his hand. 
“T was so surprised and pleased,” said the Protest- 
ant, in telling of this experience, “that I nearly 
laughed aloud.” The Armenian soon after bought 
the book from the Protestant, and followed it up by 
the purchase of several Bibles.

The Scriptures Mighty through God, 

Mr. Charles Swallow, one of the district secreta- 
ries of the British and Foreign Bible Society, relates 
the following interesting fact, as having occurred 
quite recently in Yorkshire, England : 


The Bible seller, with his pack of precious wares, 
eutered a public house in the neighbourhood of Dar- 
laston, and inquired of the company that he found 
in the tap-room, if any of them wanted to buy a 
Bible or Testament. While some were looking at 
the books, and seemed disposed to buy, one man re- 
marked that it was of no use to ask him to buy, as 
he did not believe in the Bible, nor in the existence 
of a God or devil, of a heaven or hell! When he 
had finished his speech, the Bible seller expressed 
his regret and surprise that a living man should so 
impiously defy his Maker; and in a few simple, but 
convincing words, expressed his own faith in the 
creating, and preserving, and redeeming love of God. 
His reply met the approval of the rest of the com- 
pany, and the unbelieving objector, finding the argu- 
ment against him, left the room. Some few copies 
were sold, and the Bible man, packing up his goods, 
prepared to leave; but at the door he met his oppo- 
nent, who said, “I’1] have one of your books also ;”’ 
and purchased a copy of the New Testament. 

Some weeks passed away, and the Bible seller 
again visited Darlaston on his errand of love, and 
there he met with the same individual, who, on rec- 
ognition thus expressed himself: ‘I read the Testa- 
ment I bought of you that evening, and I now wish 
to purchase a Bible, for the reading of that Testa- 
ment has caused me to change my opinions. I am 
no longer an unbeliever. I had imbibed skeptical 
notions through working with infidel shopmates ; but 
the reading of that Testament has led me to re- 
nounce them, and I now attend the Wesleyan 
chapel.” 

Thus does God honour his Word, by attending it 
with the power of his Spirit, when his people seatter 
it abroad among their fellow men, .

I feel it my duty to write a few lines, and express 
my thanks to you for the invaluable present which 
you gave me, when a paroled prisoner, on my return 
to my regiment. 

I was born in the city of New York. My parents 
are both members of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church. Father is an elder; but alas! I was ex- 
posed to temptations which I had not the power to 
resist. I spent most of my nights in theatres and 
drinking saloons. Some four years ago I left home 
to see the world. After several months of wandering 
I'settled down in Pike County, Ohio. There I was 
convinced of the folly and wickedness of my past 
life. I joined the church, resolved to do betjer ; but 
I neglected secret prayer, and soon backslid, although 
not to my former degree of wickedness. I still re- 
mained under the conviction of a sermon I had 
heard on the topic, “He that knoweth to do right 
and doeth it not, shall receive the greater damna- 
tion.” This would continually arise in my mind. 
The winter following I was enabled to give my hand 
to the church and my heart to God; this time en- 
gaging in family worship at the house of my em- 
ployer, also communing with God often through the 
day. Then I was doubly happy; happy to think 
that I was serving my blessed Saviour, who was not 
ashamed to shed his precious blood for me ; and also 
to think of the happiness of my dear parents, when 
they were informed that I was trying to tread the 
strait and narrow path which leads to everlasting 
life.
